Your  Worship,  Mesdames  and  Gentlemen, 

This  report  at  the  start  of  a new  decade  ushers  in  an 
era  of  change  - the  physical  change  in  the  centre  of  the  Borough 
will  bring  renewed  vigour  to  the  business  life  of  Chatham  as  the 
natural  centre  of  the  Medway  Towns  - one  can  only  hope  that  Local 
Government  reorganisation  after  many  years  of  uncertainty  will 
evolve  as  a more  meaningful  unit  to  serve  the  needs  of  this  rapidly 
growing  area.  Control  of  infectious  disease  and  promotion  of 
environmental  hygiene  have  been  the  major  responsibility  of  the 
Borough  Health  Department  during  the  post  war  era  - the  threat  of 
infectious  disease  in  an  epidemic  form  is  now  mainly  theoretical, 
and  the  grosser  forms  of  environmental  pollution  are  now  effectively 
controlled.  The  new  district  councils  which  take  over  on  the  1st 
April  1974  will  still  retain  an  interest  in  these  traditional 
functions  of  an  environmental  health  department  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  unified  health  service  under  the  Area  Health  Board 
which  will  include  the  present  personal  health  services  run  by  the 
County  Council,  the  family  doctor,  and  the  hospitals,  will  establish 
a meaningful  and  easily  understood  link  at  the  local  level,  where 
their  success  or  failure  will  be  judged  by  the  understanding  and 
humanity  shown  to  the  individual  citizen. 

No  one  can  doubt  that  the  era  of  the  60 's  has  brought 
marked  material  improvement  to  the  Borough  - most  of  the  obviously 
unfit  houses  in  the  area  have  been  demolished  and  replaced  by 
modern  units  of  accommodation.  Living  in  high  rise  flats,  however, 
is  not  always  conducive  to  happy  relationships  with  one's  neighbours 
and  some  miss  the  community  support  which  ground  level  housing 
facilitates.  One  product  of  the  Permissive  Society  has  been  the 
change  in  community  morals  during  the  past  decade,  abuse  of  drugs, 
abortions,  illegitimacy  and  a rising  incidence  of  venereal  disease 
are  warning  signs  on  the  national  scene  which  no  doubt  are  present 
as  a microcosm  at  a local  level  - all  contribute  to  some  degree  to 
the  ever  increasing  cost  of  the  National  Health  Service  while  the 
more  mundane  activities  of  our  local  Health  Department  are  subject 
to  strict  financial  control.

There  were  872  cases  notified  and  4 are 
known  to  have  required  hospital  admission. 

Peak  incidence  was  mid  summer. 

The  epidemic  was  disappointing  in  so  far 
as  it  indicated  the  failure  of  parents  to  have 
their  children  protected  by  measles  vaccine, 
and  should  stimulate  more  active  health 
education  towards  increasing  acceptance  rates 
for  the  vaccine. 

There  were  26  notifications  and  so  far  as 
is  known  none  required  hospital  admission. 

70  notifications  were  received  none 
requiring  hospital  care.  Over  half  the 
cases  were  among  children  of  school  age  and 
were  scattered  fairly  uniformly  throughout 
the  year. 

Only  2 notifications  were  received  and 
neither  required  hospital  admission. 

7 cases  were  notified  one  being  treated 
in  hospital.  3 cases  occurred  in  one  family 
and  2 in  another.

HOUSING 

The  programme  for  the  clearance  of  unfit 
properties  within  the  Borough  continued  to 
occupy  much  of  the  time  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspectorate.  176  houses  were  included  in 

clearance  areas  and  closing  orders  were  placed 
on  7 houses  or  parts  thereof. 

Discussion  took  place  on  promoting  action 
under  the  1969  Housing  Act  which  permits  local 
authorities  to  creat  general  improvement  areas 
but  action  was  limited  to  planning  and  evaluation 

FOOD  HYGIENE 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  made  1,669 
visits  to  various  premises  and  stalls  where 
food  was  prepared  for  sale  to  the  public. 

At  the  local  Slaughter  House  415  visits 
were  required  to  effect  100%  meat  inspection 
of  some  12,845  animals  mainly  pigs. 

Legal  proceedings  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 

Act,  1955  were  instituted  in  respect  of  three

items  of  food  brought  to  the  Health  Department 
by  members  of  the  public. 

This  was  a year  of  disappointment  and  set 
back  in  the  Department's  programme  towards 
clean  air  for  the  Borough. 

One  smoke  control  order  came  into  operation 
and  there  are  now  some  ih  thousand  dwellings 
out  of  a total  of  18%  thousand  in  the  Borough 
covered  by  smoke  control  orders.

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Chatham. 


Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  seventh  Annual  Report 
on  the  environmental  health  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1970. 

The  department  again  maintained  a full  establishment  of 
district  public  health  inspectors  for  the  whole  year. 


Housing 


One  hundred  and  seventy-six  houses  in  twenty-two  clearance 
areas  were  included  in  three  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders.  In 
addition  Closing  Orders  were  placed  on  seven  houses  (including  parts 
of  houses)  and  one  Closing  Order  was  determined  after  the  house  was 
made  fit. 


During  the  year  sixty-six  applications  were  received  from 
owners  for  qualification  certificates  under  the  Housing  Act  1969, 
and  one  application  from  a tenant  for  a Certificate  of  Disrepair 
under  the  Rent  Act  1968.  Further  details  are  given  later  in  the 
body  of  the  report. 


Food  Inspection  and  Hygiene 

The  total  number  of  animals  killed  at  the  private  slaughter- 
house again  exceeded  twelve  thousand  and  was  the  highest  total  for 
nearly  thirty  years.  All  carcases  and  offal  were  Inspected  by  a 
public  health  inspector,  who  is  in  attendance  at  the  slaughterhouse 
while  slaughtering  is  taking  place. 

Under  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  1960,  the  very 
necessary  inspections  of  the  many  varied  types  of  food  premises  in 
the  Borough  continued  and  during  the  year  special  emphasis  was  given 
to  stock  rotation  and  coding  of  foodstuffs,  especially  short  "shelf- 
life"  products.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  number  of  complaints 
regarding  these  products  showed  a reduction  over  the  previous  year's 
figure . 
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Atmospheric  Pollution 


The  Borough  of  Chatham  No.  6 Smoke  Control  Order  came 
into  operation  on  1st  July,  1970  and  there  are  now  over  7,500 
dwellings  within  operative  Smoke  Control  Orders. 

The  hopes  for  an  improvement  in  the  solid  smokeless 
fuel  supply  expressed  in  my  last  report  were  not  realised  and 
although  suspension  of  the  operative  orders  was  averted  earlier 
in  the  year  by  the  co-operation  of  fuel  suppliers,  merchants  and 
the  public  following  a joint  meeting  of  the  Medway  Councils  and 
interested  bodies,  the  situation  became  worse  towards  the  end  of 
the  year.  The  Minister  was  asked  to  suspend  operative  Smoke 
Control  Orders  within  the  Borough  (adjacent  Authorities  made 
similar  requests  for  their  own  Orders)  and  confirmation  of  the 
suspension  from  23rd  December  to  30th  April  1971  was  received  by 
telephone  as  a matter  of  urgency. 

This  action,  which  had  to  be  taken,  was  a disappointment 
to  everyone  connected  with  the  aim  for  a clearer  atmosphere  and 
also  a sad  reflection  on  a national  fuel  policy. 

In  the  industrial  field  the  examination  of  plans  of 
boilers  and  chimneys  continued  and  approvals  and  recommendation 
made  as  to  satisfactory  chimney  heights. 


Factory,  Office  and  Shop  Premises 


The  only  matters  now  found  to  require  attention  are  in 
the  main  of  a transient  nature  and  generally  remedied  by  informal 
action  often  without  the  need  for  correspondence.  The  exceptions 
to  this  are  new  offices  and  shops  but  through  inter-department  co- 
operation deposited  plans  are  examined  and  occupiers  advised  of 
requirements  under  the  Act. 

A survey  of  seating  arrangements  for  assistants  in 
shops  was  carried  out  when  it  was  found  that  satisfactory  facili- 
ties were  provided. 

Fourteen  accidents  were  reported  during  the  year,  ten 
of  which  were  investigated  when  it  was  found  that  all  but  one  were 
of  a minor  nature.  The  exception  was  a fatal  fall  down  a stairway 
by  a male  employee  of  seventy-seven  years.  Inspection  showed  the 
stairway  to  be  satisfactory  and  at  the  inquest  where  the  department 
was  requested  to  be  represented  a verdict  of  "death  by  misadventure" 
was  returned. 

I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  help  and 
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assistance  given  me  and  the  interest  shown  throughout  the  year  by 
the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee,  Dr.  McWilliams, 
my  deputy,  Mr.  Moore,  members  of  the  Health  Department  and 
colleagues  in  other  Departments.

WATER 

1.  Supply  is  by  the  Medway  Water  Board  and  has  been  satisfactory 
both  in  quality  and  quantity.

and  C.  colours  are  present  is  not 
justified  as  the  extract  is  colourless. 

Aspirin  250  mg.,  Phenacetin  261  mg., 

Codeine  phosphate  7.8  mg.,  - all  per 
tablet.  The  amount  of  free  salicylic 
acid  present,  however,  exceeds  that 
permitted  in  the  B.P. 

The  tablets  are  not  official  BPC  tablets 
but  tablets  containing  BPC  medicinal 
charcoal.  The  charcoal  has  satisfactory 
absorptive  powers  and  if  called  Tablets 
of  BPC  Charcoal  would  be  satisfactory. 

Blackcurrant  42,  Soluble  Solids  427o.  This 
jam  does  not  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Preserves  Order  in  that  the  soluble 
Solids  content  is  42.  It  is  however 
permissible  to  contract  out  of  the  require- 
ments of  this  Order  if  the  jam  is  conspicu- 
ously labelled  for  consumption  by  diabetics. 
This  jam  is  so  labelled  but  only  on  the  back 
of  the  jar  in  small  type  and  therefore  the 
label  requires  modification. 

The  pie  weighed  129  g.  and  should  therefore 
have  contained  not  less  than  loz.  of  meat 
but  only  0.8oz.  was  found.  It  must  be  borne 
in  mind  that  individual  pies  can  show  fairly 
wide  variations  in  composition.

Domestic  help  service  may  be  provided  in  households  where 
it  is  needed  owing  to  the  presence  of  a person  who  is  ill,  lying-in, 
an  expectant  mother,  mentally  subnormal,  aged,  or  a child  not  over 
compulsory  school  age,  but  only  where  there  is  no  able-bodied  person 
in  the  household  capable  of  carrying  out  the  necessary  household  duties 

NIGHT  AND  EVENING  SERVICE 

Evening  service  is  provided  for  elderly  people  who  are 
bedridden  or  house-bound  and  have  no  one  to  assist  them  to  prepare 
for  the  night  and  includes  the  provision  of  a light  meal  or  hot  drink 
and  attention  to  fires.  Night  service  is  provided,  for  no  longer  than 
three  weeks  unless  there  are  exceptional  circumstances,  for  the  care  of 
seriously  ill  people  who  are  living  in  their  own  homes  and  who  need 
attention  during  the  night.  In  some  cases  the  service  is  provided  for 
one  to  three  nights  a week  to  give  relief  to  relatives. 

FAMILY  CARE  SERVICE 

This  service  is  provided  for  the  short-term  care  of  children 
in  their  own  homes  during  the  absence  of  the  mother  by  reason  of  admis- 
sion to  hospital  for  illness  or  confinement  or  in  other  special  circum- 
stances. Help  is  given  only  to  families  where  care  of  at  least  two  chi 1 
dren  is  involved  and  the  period  of  service  is  limited  to  three  months. 
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FAMILY  WELFARE  SERVICE 


This  service  is  provided,  with  the  parents'  consent,  in 
house-holds  where  the  habits,  behaviour  and  standards  of  living  of 
the  family  are  much  below  those  generally  accepted  in  the  society 
of  which  they  live.  The  three  main  objectives  of  the  service  are 
to  raise  the  standard  of  living  of  the  families,  to  improve  the 
welfare  of  the  children,  and  to  keep  the  families  together  and  prevent 
their  break-up.  In  the  normal  way  intensive  training  for  a period  of 
three  months  is  given  and  this  is  succeeded  by  a follow-on  service  for 
nine  months.  In  families  where  there  is  medical  evidence  of  mental 
subnormality  the  continuance  of  the  service  after  the  initial  period 
of  three  months  may  be  approved  for  not  more  than  twelve  hours  a week 
until  the  youngest  child  reaches  compulsory  school  age.
